TWO SMITH VOTES

Chicago, July 12.—(United News 
Staff Correspondent.) — Following 
several scenes of the widest dis- 
order which threatened for a _ time 
to disrupt the convention, William 
F. Varney, Rockville Center, L. 
I., was selected as the presidential 
nominee of the prohibition party here 
late today. ) 

A revolt, led by J. 8. Hammond, 
of Des Moines, Iowa, earlier in the 
afternoon, was followed by a second 
turmoil on the convention floor when 
balloting for the nominee began and 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, of New 
York, “wet” democratic presidential 
candidate, was placed in nomination. 
Smith received two votes on the first 
ballot. 

James A. Edgerton, Alexandria, 
Va., a “southern democrat,” was nomi- 
nated for the vice presidency over 
Frank Regan, Rockford, IIL, his near- 
est competitor, Edgerton received 68 
votes and Regan 29. 

The nomination of Varney on the 
second ballot was regarded by. the dis- 
gruntled or anti-Hoover faction of the 
party as a victory for them. Varney 
received 66 votes on the second ballot, 
five more than was necessary for 
nomination. 

The result of the first ballot gave 
Varney 53 votes, Hoover 42, Aaron S. 
Watkins, Waynesville, Ohio, 16, and 
Smith 2. 

“Hammond and his band of revolt- 
ers numbering between 15 and 20, 
left the convention hall prior to the 
balloting, protesting against the in- 
sistence of the apparent controlling 
faction to indorse H::rbert Hoover, the 
republican presidential nominee. 

Fearing a split of the party, other 
delegates followed the Hammond fac- 
tion into the corridor outside and the 
discussion became so heated that 
threats of blows were made. Ham- 


mond and several others insisted they 
would not stand for the tactics be- 
ing used but they were induced to 
return to the convention hall, 

A resolution presented’ by Clinton 
Howard, Rochester, N. Y., proposing 
that the party. refrain from the nomi- 
nation of any candidate for president 
and calling upon Herbert Hoover to 
declare himself in favor of the prin- 
ciples of prohibition, set off the first 
fireworks of the day.

New York, July 12.—()—The 
death of Alexander Rowland Peacock, 
a former department store clerk who 
hecame a vice president of the Car- 
negie Steel company and was said to 
have been made a millionaire over 
night, was announced today. He died 
of pneumonia at St. Vincent’s hos- 
pital today after an illness of two 
weeks, 

Peacock was considered gone of the 
most picturesque of the forty or more 


men whom Andrew Carnegie was cred- 
ited with having made _ millionaires 
more than a quarter of a century ago. 

Born in Dunfermlie, Scotland, 65 
years ago, Peacock came to America 


when a boy. Attracted by his Scotch 
dialect when she met him in a New 
York department store where he was 
a clerk, Mrs. Carnegie learned that he 
éame from the same town in which 
her husband was born. She interest- 
ed her husband in the clerk and a 
short time lgter he became an em- 
ployee of the Carnegie Steel company, 


later being made vice president in 
charge of sales. His fortune at one 
time was estimated at between $10,- 
000,000 and $20,000,000. He retired 
two years ago.

In the east, Raskob’s selection as

finance chairman. The importance of 
Raskob’s connection with the party 
as a means of counteracting the re- 
publican “prosperity” plea was quick- 
ly recognized. 

Raskob’s outspoken views in favor 
of modification of the Volstead act 
also met with favor as a continuance 
of the party nominee’s policy, while 
it was pointed out that Governor 
Smith had not hedged on the religious 
question in naming a Catholic to be 
leader of his campaign.

Scouts Deny

Regret Is Expressed That 
Impression Has Gone Out 
to Effect. 


New York, July 12.—(4)—The Boy 


}+Scouts of America today disowned 


any attempt to use Boy Scouts in a 
campaign against smoking by women, 
and in a letter to the Cleveland Scout 
council expressed regret that an im- 
pression had gone forth that such a 
campaign would be undertaken. 

A resolution recently adopted by 
the Cleveland council voiced strong 
disapproval of an advertising cam- 
paign it characterized as a “seductive 
effort to entice America’s girlhood 
to the habit of smoking.” Cleveland 
Scout officials indicated that Scouts 
would be asked to approach women 
smoking in public and request them 
to stop. 

James BE. West, chief Scout execu- 
tive, today wrote F. A. Rowe, presi- 
dent of the Cleveland council, invit- 
ing his attention “to the fact that it 
is not within the province of a local 
council to take action in a matter of 
this character, involving as it does 
misunderstanding of the real aims and 
purposes of the Boy Scout movement 

“To us here it is most unfortunate, 
and indeed absurd, that a suggestion 
should be made by any representative 
of the Boy Scout movement that Boy 
Scouts would approach women smok- 
ing in public and ask them to give up 
the habit. 

“It is not within the province of 
the local or even the national council 
to undertake to pass resolutions or 
legislate on any of the many prob- 


lems before the American people. We 
are obligated by our constitution to 
avoid participation in controversial 
and political questions.” 


CARRANZA SOARS 
FOR MEXICO HOME 


Latin Aviator Hopes To 
Complete Non-Stop 
Flight From Roosevelt 
Field in 27 Hours. 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., July 12.— 
(/)—Captain Emilio Carranza, Mexi- 
co’s goodwill flier, took off tonight 
for a return flight to Mexico City. 
He expected to reach his destination 
in 27 hours. 

The Mexican ace made a secret 
take-off at 7:18 p. m. and only three 
mechanics were on the field when 
his ship took the air after a run of 
about half a mile down the run- 
way. 

The plane rose easily with 390 gal- 
lons of fuel, one of the heaviest loads 
a ship has carried along the historic 
Roosevelt field runway. The weather 
was ideal for flying. ‘ 

Feared Accident. 

Carranza had announced a short 

time before he left that the take- 


off would be postponed, but when the 
field was cleared of spectators he 
climbed into the cabin, shook hands 
with the three who saw him go, and 
bade New York goodbye. 

He said he had announced the post- 


;ponement as a precautionary measure, 


for he feared that shoukl he leave 
with a crowd on the field some of 
the spectators might get in the way. 

Carranza said he would head for 
Washington, circle over the city and 
then steer a compass course for the 
Mexican capital. It was not thought 
likely his plane would be seen over 
Washington, since it carried no lights.

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GOVERNOR. DENIES 
PLEAS OF LAWYERS 
TO HALT EXECUTION 


Unavailing Appeal Made 

by Attorney for Gower 
To Obtain Thirty Day 
Respite. 


EXECUTIONS SET 
NEAR NOON HOUR 


No Decision Yet Made by 
Hardman in Cases of 
George Thigpen and 
John Fickling. 


Friday, the 13th, will usher in a 
double execution at the state prison 
at Milledgeville, where, near the noon 
hour, Sam Gower, white man, of 
Gwinnett county, and Preddis Taylor, 
Fulton county negro, will be electro- 
cuted, Governor L. G. Hardman late 
Thursday afternoon declining to ex- 
tend clemency in their cases. Both 
were convicted of murder charges and 
final pleas for the two condemned 
men were submitted to the governor 
Thursday by attorneys. After the 
hearings the governor announced he 
would not interfere with the course 
of the law in either case. 

Grower was convicted in Gwinnett 
county for the murder of James Ben- 
nefield and his 10-year-old son, in De- 
cember, 1927. The supreme court up- 
held the verdict of the lower court and 
the state prison commission declined 
to recommend clemency. Taylor was 


convicted of xiDing W. H. Cleveland, 
manager of the filling station in At- 


lanta. 
No decision was announced by the 
governor in the cases of George Thig- 


pen and John Fickling, two other con- 
demned murderers whose pleas were 
submitted to the governor Thursday. 
The execution date is fixed several 
weeks ahead in these cases and the 
governor said he would announce his 
decision in these cases later. 

Gower and Taylor were taken to 
the death cell in Milledgeville Tues- 
day. The final plea on behalf of Gower 
was made by Attornéy J. Mallory 
Hunt, of Atlanta. He did not ask 
for a commutation but asked for a 
respite of 30 days so that the gov- 
ernor could give more. time to a con- 
sideration of a plea for a commuta- 
tion. Gower has stoutly denied his 
guilt in the casé. 

The killing of Bennefield grew out 
of a dispute over bootlegging activi- 
ties in Gwinnett county, it was stated 
at the trial. Gower went to the home 
of Bennefield, accompanied by Joe 
Price and LeGrand Sikes, alleged ac- 
complices. According to the evidence, 
Gower struck Bennefield with a ham- 
mer and later cut the throat of his 
10-year-old son. 

Attorneys for Taylor contended that 
the negro was not properly identified 
as the slayer of the filling station man- 
ager and that the evidence against him 
was largely circumstantial.

Brookhart Group Votes 
To Continue Hearings 
After More Evidence Is 
Obtained in Washington 


Washington, July 12.—(4)—Post- 
master General New today laid be- 
fore the senate postoffice patronage 
subcommittee his story of the efforts 
made to keep his department free of 
charges of the sales of postmaster- 
ships. 

Testifying in a session called hur- 
riedly after the committee had ar- 
rived in Washington on a noon train 
from Atlanta, the postmaster general 
said that in 62 per cent of the post- 
master appointments made in Georgia 
since he took charge of the depart- 
ment either the senators or the rep- 
resentatives were consulted. 

Along with his account of the in- 
vestigations made by the department 
in efforts to prevent the sale of pat- 
ronage, the postmaster general said 
that while he had no doubt that post- 
masters in Georgia had been forced 
to contribute to the republican organ- 
ization, he believed it would be found 
that the same contributions were 
made to the democratic organization 
when that party was in power. 

More Data Sought. 

New bolstered this assertion by 
submitting a letter from-W. D. Jami- 
son, a former official of the demo- 
cratic organization in Georgia, to Wil- 
liam F. Boone, postmaster at Baxley, 
Ga., asking him to raise $75 for the 
party as quickly as possible. 

The postmaster general was the 
only witness at the session and after- 
ward Chairman Brookhart, of the 
committee, said that in a brief execu- 
tive session New had been requested 
to get certain information for the 
committee. No further meetings wili 
be held until this information has 
been received, he said, indicating that 
it probably would be two weeks be- 
fore it could be obtained. He declined 
to reveal the nature of the data 
sought, 

New said that when he became post- 
master general he had heard stories 
of the sale of postmasterships in 
Georgia and that he had investigated 
the truth of the stories. 

In 1925, he said, he learned that 
there was a white man in Georgia 
who had undertaken to secure the ap- 
pointment of a number of persons and 
after an investigation he had placed 
the man’s name on the department's 
taboo list. He did not reveal the 
man’s name, but said that he was a 
member of the Georgia state commit- 
tee, 


Senators Consulted. 

“T then went to the senators from 
Georgia and told them that if they 
heard rumors of the sale of postmas- 
terships, I hoped, they would let me 
have all the facts they could learn,” 
he said. 

Senator Brookhart said that both 
Georgia senators had said that the 
postoffice department had cooperated. 

“TI have been to especial pains to 
consult the senators and members of 
congress from Georgia about every ap- 
pointment I have made,” the postmas- 
ter general replied. 

He submitted a list of all of the 
appointments made in that state since 
March 4, 1921, asserting that in 62 
percent of the cases the senators or 
members had been consulted and that 
they had had prior information on 
every appointment. 

“All of the rumors that came to 
my attention were run down,” he con- 
tinued, “and I found«them false in 
every case but one. A colored man 
named Brinkins received $300 to rec-

NAVY AND COAST GUARD TO AID 


Abound World For F - 


Solo Flight

Washington, July 12.—( United 

News.)—G. H. Storck, a world war 
aviator, is preparing to make a lone- 
handed aerial “pleasure flight” 
around the globe, it was learned here 
today. 

Storck had been proceeding quietly 
with his plans and has secured the 
cooperation of the navy and coast 
guard in establishing gasoline bases 
on the Aleutian islands. 

The U. 8. S. Vega, navy destroyer, 
has been ordered to carry 200 gallons 
of gasoline and 10 gallons of lubri- 
cating oil to Unalaska, Alaska, for 
Storck’s use. The coast guard cut- 
ter Uunulga has been instructed to 
pick up 100 gallons of gasoline and 
five gallons of oil and cache them on 
Attu island, on the tip of the Alen- 
tians, 

According to information given 
Captain Chiswell, acting commandant 
of the coast guard, Storck is en route 
to England to secure his. plane, a 
single-seated Avro-Avron seaplane 
with a 60-horsepower engine, similar 
to the machine used by Captain 


Hinchliffe on his England-Australian 
flight. 

Storch told Captain Chiswell he 
would fly from England to India in 
a series of short flights. From In- 
dia, Storch said he would proceed 
across Asia to Japan. 

From Tokio, Japan, his course 
would carry him to the Kamchatka 
peninsula of Siberia, to Attu island, 
to Unalaska, Juno and down the 
Pacifie coast to Seattle. 

After reaching Seattle, Storck said 
it was his intention to cross the con- 
tinent and then fly back to England 
by the way of Greenland and Ice- 
land. 

If the ambitious flier completes his 
proposed trip, he will have covered ap- 
proximately. 35,000. miles. 

Storck came here a few days ago. 
He avoided publicity and went quiet- 
ly to the commerce department where 
he took and successfully passed the 
tests for a licensed pilot. In his 
commerce department papers he gave 
as previous experience in flying sev- 
eral years in France in the war.

Explorers Taken Aboard 
Russian Steamer in Most » 
Outstanding Day of 
Perilous Search. 


NOTED SWEDISH 
OBSERVER DEAD 


Body of Meteorologist Is 
Found With Two Starv- 
ing Companions on Floe 
Off Northeast Land. 


Lohdon, July 12.—(United News.) 
The daring attempts of brave men 
of the north to rescue their comrades 
in distress apparently have been high- 
ly successful during the last 24 
hours and six lives given up as lost 
have been saved, with the chances 
excellent that others yet will be 
rescued. 

Dispatches received here tonight 
from Virgo Bay and from Rome in- 
dicated that four members of the 
Italia crew who have been in des- 
perate need for help were rescued 
tonight by the Russian relief ship 
Krassin and that three other men— 
apparently members of a dogsled ex- 
pedition to reseue the Italia crew— 
have been sighted. 

This news, coupled with the news 
from Moscow earlier today that two 
Italians had been rescued after 43 
days of wandering on arctic ice and 
the body of another had been recov- 
ered, constituted the most successful 
day of rescue operations since the 
dirigible Italia crashed May 25 alter 
a flight over the north pole. 

An Outstanding Day. 

Battling her way through a desert 
of broken ice cakes, the Krassin push- 
ed her nose to the point far off 
North East Land where a tiny tent 
painted red marked the camp of four 
members of the crew of the wrecked 
polar dirigible Italia. The frantic 
men who had battled starvation and 


freezing temperature since May 25 
were taken aboard, it was announced 
in advices from Rome. 

A second great victory over the 
north was scored by the Krassin 
when she sighted another party of 
marooned men just a few hours be- 
fore the rescue of the group under 
command of Alfredo Viglieri. The 
second group was believed to be the 
daring men who set out by dogsled 
to aid the stranded Italia crew and 
were lost. It was believed this lat- 
ter party was that commanded by 
Captain Sora, an explorer, who set 
out with two companions. 

Today was probably the outstand- 
ing of the rescue efforts which had 
enlisted the agencies of five nations 
and had lasted for nearly 48 days. 
Captain Samoyclovich, of the ice 
breaker Krassin, with his fellow- 
countryman, Chuknovsky, the pilot 
who sighted three figures on the ice

NO PUSSYFOOTING. 
The outstanding virtue of the 
democratic party, from the day that 
Thomas Jefferson proclaimed its 


first articles of faith, has been the 


courage of convictions on issues and 
national problems that. touch the 
lives and interests of all the people. 

It was the spirit-of courage and 
frankness, though blunt at times, 
that made Andrew Jackson, who ex- 
panded and accentuated the Jeffer- 
sonian principles, the great and in- 
vincible democratic leader of his 
time.

Demartial 
Affair. 


Two eminent Frenchmen, like Victor 
Margueritte, have had their names 
scratched from the registry of the Le- 
gion of Honor for publishing their 
findings on the origins of the war and 
declaring that Germany was not the 
only responsible party. One of the 
two is a general and the second is M. 
Demartial, a historian of note, who is 
suspended for 5 years. M. Demartial’s 
condemnation followed the publication 
of an article in a French review, a 
translation of which appeared in Cur- 
rent History of New York. The par- 
ticular section of the article to which 
objection was taken by a group of ex- 
soldiers dealt with the question wheth- 
er Germany knew of the Russian mob- 
ilization before war was declared and 
if this action on the part of Russia 
made war unavoidable. M. Demar- 
tial takes the position that under the 
existing conceptions of international 
rights Germany could not have acted 
any other way. In his defense before 
the chancellery of the legion, M. De- 
martial insisted that to tell the truth 
about these things does not mean a 
dishonoring of the fatherland. He was 
found guilty notwithstanding. But his 
condemnation is having sensational re- 
sults. Two army colonels have sent 
back their decorations, declaring that 
they agree with M. Demartial and that 
no real peace can come to Europe 
without a revision of the Versailles 
treaty which was imposed upon Ger- 
many without an opportunity to con- 
test the clause wherein she is made 
the sole responsible party for the 
blood-letting of 1914. The affair may

Separatism 
In Belgium. 


The first wedge has been driven he- 
tween the two sections of the popula- 
tion in .Belgium. Henceforth there 
will be two separate army systems, 
one for Flanders and one for Wal- 
lonia. Previously the two races were 
mixed in the army of the kingdom. 
Observers regard this move as a first 
step in the direction of administrative 


separation, which the nationalist ele-! 


ment in Flanders hopes will come 
nbout in 1930. There has been such 
a stir and ferment in the western 
parts of the country recently, espe- 
cially in connection with the continu- 
ed incarceration of Dr. Borms, one of 
the activist leaders who cooperated 
with Germany during the occupation, 
that the government may decide on 
an amnesty for political prisoners 
before the present session of parlia- 
ment comes to a close. For there can 
be no doubt that the bitterness be- 
tween the two sections of the popula- 
tion is steadily growing and that a 
solution must be found if a violent 
revolution is to be staved off. On 
the one side are the Flemings, who 
speak the same language as the Hol- 
landers and who were separated from 
their kinsmen in 1839.

I have been away at school for 
six years and now I am teaching. 
Each year during this period of 
absence it became harder to re- 
member any prayers at night or 
at any other time, until for the 
last two years I cannot make 
them anything to me even though 
I have conscientiously tried to do 
so. It is just as though some- 
thing within me closes up tight 
when I try to pray. 

How can I learn to pray again 
and to make the act mean some- 
thing? Can you be a Christian 
and not pray? 

When prayer becomes a formality, 
without interest or profit. its decline 
is symptomatic of a debilitated inner 
life. One’s religious beliefs have suf- 
fered loss. QOne’s spiritual insight is 
confined to the realm of low visibility. 
But any. individual who realizes the 
disadvantages of this condition and 
strives, as you do, to rectify it, may 
confidently anticipate that recovery of 
faith in the divine certitudes which in- 
spires prayer. 

Why not read the four Gospels in 
a meditative way, lingering on those 
scenes in our Loril’s life which reveal 
His constant. practice of communion 
with the Father? If suc® communion 
was essential for Him, it may well 
be indispensable for us. 


Then read Dr. Gtorge Matheson’s 
little volume entitled “My Aspira- 
tions,” also Dr. Fosdick’s well known 
work on prayer, and that masterly 
treatise on the same subject by Dr. 
Adams Brown. Study them till their 
temper and methods becomes a part of 
yourself, 


Great poetry also has features which 
aid devotion. Wordsworth’s “Tin- 
tern Abbey” has been a help to me, 
and I seldom close one of Dicken’s 
novels when he is at his height of pa- 
thos and power without being ¢isposed 
to cast my weakness on the Eternal 
Strength. 

Once the mood you desire comes 
upon you, foster it. Do not wait for 
appropriate seasons and places The 
supplicating soul is an infinitely no- 
bler temple of God than any cathe- 
dral and the crowdel street is a sanc- 
tuary for sincere seekers after Him. 
Act up to your convictions but do not

SALVATION ARMY 
WILL ASK RELIEF 
FROM JUNK TAX 


A friendly appeal from the city 
council tax committee’s ruling that 


Salvation Army junk stores must pay 
city licenses will be taken on the 
grounds that the stores are not 
operated for private gain but solely 
to raise money for charity, it was 
stated Thursday by Captain W. H. 
Range, social service officer. 

The council committee’s ruling was 
that since the 
“making a profit” from the sale of 
second-hand material that it should 
be taxed as others dealing in similar 
material. Captain Range explained 
that the Salvation Army’s profit-mak- 
ing was only technical as the funds 
are all devoted directly to charity. 

“A license if collected in actual 
effect would fall directly on the des- 
titute to whom we would have to re- 
fuse aid in proportion as the license 
reduced our funds,” Captain Range 
stated. “The Army really has no 
funds of its own but is a medium 
through which those who are most in 
need of charitable help can be reach- 
ed with the particular kind of help 
each particular case requires. 

“In this particular activity cloth- 
ing and furniture is collected and 
converted into money to provide food 
and shelter for those whose particular 
need is food and shelter,” Captain 
Range explained. “Its sale is the 
only possible way in which it can 
be converted from clothing into food 
and shelter. We hope that the city 
will not center on that one particular 
step so that it will obscure the view 
of the whole program for rebuilding 
waste humanity with the proceeds of 
waste material.” .

I will advocate an 
absolute discontinuance of the pres- 
ent county matching plan and will re- 
lieve the counties of all burden of 
either construction or maintenance of 
the state system.

Nobile Seriously Il. 


General Umberto Nobile, command- 
er of the Italia, was rescued by air- 
plane on June 23 and is now serious- 
ly ill aboard the Citta Di Milano, 
mother ship of the Italia. 

Shortly after Nobile’s rescue the 
stranded men began to lose weight 
rapidly and were breaking under the 
Strain of waiting for the rescue ship 
to reach them. Lieutenant Binar- 
Paal Lundborg, Swedish flier who 
rescued Nobile, crashed on his second 
attempt to land near the encamp- 
ment and was himself stranded for 
days. 

When another flier reached the 
rapidly-breaking ice cake and re- 
turned with Lundborg, the four men 
left alive on the ice cake were re- 
ported unable to eat and in a criti- 
cal condition. 

The Viglieri group had been send- 
ing radio messages to the Krassin re- 
porting their growing discourage- 
ment and it was believed the four 
men were in such serious condition 
that only speedy medical attention 
would save their® lives. 

Raold Amundsen, discoverer of the 
south pole, and five companions in 
a French seaplane, were lost while 
searching for Nobile and his com- 
panions. They have not been report- 


ed and are believed to have perished.

There was a decline of 4.41 points 
in the average price of 50 represen- 
tative stocks, half rails and half in- 
dustrials, yesterday on the advance in 
the rediscount rate at Chicago to 5 
per cent, most of this decline occurring 
in the last half hour. This was the 
largest daily decline in the average 
price since July 30, 1914, the day be- 
fore the stock exchange closed with the 
outbreak of the world war. At that 
time the break amounted to 4.65 
points. When the “war baby” stocks 
collapsed December 21, 1916, on peace 
rumors the break amounted to 4.21 
points. In the March, 1926, break the 
largest daily decline was 3.89 points. 
The break yesterday for the 25 rails 
amounted to 1.82 points and for the 
25 industrials to 7.01 points. 

It is very easy to get a wrong im- 
pression from the break that occurred 
in the average price yesterday. Un- 
like July 30, 1914; DecemBer 21, 1916, 
and March 26, 1926, there was no 
panicky feeling in the air yesterday, 
there was not even any great excite- 
ment. There was never a minute yes- 
terday when stocks could not be sold 
without breaking the price wide open 
from the last quotations. 

It should be kept in mind, too, that 
yesterday’s decline of 4.41 points in 
the average price of 50 stocks amount- 
ed to very much less than the decline 
of 4.65 points on July 30, 1914. For 
1914 the high for 25 rails was 89.94 
and for 25 industrials 61.08, making 
the average high for the 50 stocks 
73.30. «This year’s high for the rails 
was 129.10 and for the industrials 
273.35 with the average 50 stocks 
201.05, made May 14. A decline of 
4.41 points with the average at its 
recent high of 201.05 is very different 
from a decline of 4.65 points with the 
high for the average only 73.30.

General Lord, watch dog of the 
United States treasury, is busy paring 
down all of the department budget 
estimates in Washington so that there 
will be no treasury deficit this year 
General Lord has been at this a long 
time, He succeeded Vice Vresident 
Dawes as budget director, years ago. 

Modern government comes high. 
During this fiscal year, after cutting 
expenses to the bone, Genera] Lord 
estimates it will require more than 
10,000 every day to pay the expenses 
of the United States government for 
the year. The total is $3,800,000,000 

During the next three years it is in- 
timated that $2,500,000,000 will be 
paid on the national debt, bringing it 
dewn to an even fifteen billion dol- 


lars. Under such a program, it is 


,, doubtful if federal taxes can be re; 


duced next December. 


“Rillions are not much if you say; 


it fast,”’ says the wag. True. But 
divide a billion dollars among 1,000 
men. Every man becomes a million- 
aire,

Secretary Mellon believes in the 
government paying its debts as fast 
as it can with the surplus money it 
takes in from the taxpayer. Others 
believe that this is a mistake. ‘Too 
much paid off at one time demoralizes 
business conditions, they say. 


How much of the public debt is it 
wise to pay off each year? This ques- 
tion is now being studied by a numbL-r 
of financiers and bankers. Many 
blame the large federal debt reduction 
for the boom in stocks. They declare

“Our government has been putting 
capital—over a billion a year for eight 
years—into the market faster than the

A tetal of $7,300,000,000 cash and 
credit has been released by the gov- 
ernment and thrown into a market 
which already had enough for all legi- 
timate purposes. “This distinct con- 
tribution by the treasury to specula- 
tion and inflation explains much of 
our dilemma today,” says another 
banker. 


There is an element of truth in 
this classical explanation, but other 
factors—the very large volume of for- 
eign deposits now in American banks, 
to name one—undoubtedly have enter- 
el, at one time or another, to com- 
plicate and confuse the situation. In 
such a field as finance, arbitrary 
Statements are extremely difficult to 
prove and many responsible bankers 
agree with the treasury in this con- 
troversy. 


The iron hand of the federal reserve 
banks in the money market is clearly 
seen this week, 

Brokers’ loans must come down, said 
the federal reserve. It repeated this 
warning for several weekS.

General Motors common stock has 
decreased more than a quarter of a 
billion dollars on the market during 
the last two days.

Five subcommittees were appointed 
by Chairman McFadden today to be- 
gin work at once on the proposed 
changes and report to the full com- 
mittee at weekly meetings. 
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Washington, July 12.—(4)—Sena- 
tor Norris, Nebraska, declined today 
to accept the nomination for presi- 
pdent given him last night by the farm- 
er-labor party at its Chicago conven- 
tion. He rejected it in a long state- 
ment in which he criticized the presi- 
dential election machinery and con- 
tinued his attack. on “the power 
trust.” 

The senator declared his refusal 
was not to indicate that he was out 


of sympathy with those who are op- 
posed to the presidential nominees of 
the major political parties. Instead, 
he said, the “antiquated and illogical 
system of electing a president made it 
practically impossible for the people 
to elect’ anyone who has not been 
nominated by one of the dominant 
political parties.”

Matthew Halpin, chairman of the 
New York athletic committee, who 
made the announcement, said at the 
same time that he would not serve 
as an official at the Olympic games 
as a protest against the A. U 
ruling which allowed 
dock, California sprinter, 
the trip with the team.

American Olympic officials that they

Paris, July 12.—Representing one’s country in a foreign land brings 


many amusing experiences. 


There are three people or types of people 


a man playing abroad meets in countless numbers. 


One is the autograph collector. Some 
of these have small books in which 
you are asked to write; ethers have 


only a card, while there are many 
who have purchased small pictures of 
the players which they want auto- 
graphed. 

Sometimes they approach you just 
as you walk on the court, when you 
are trying to concentrate on the 
match. Or they may see you after 
the match, when you are hurrying 
to the showers. There are some who 
try to reach you through the mails, 
sending a card with postage and re- 
turned address, 

Another person a tennis player en- 
counters is the one who wants to buy 
an old racket with the player's name 
on it. Whether fhis is to inspire 
their own play or is wanted just as 
a souvenir, I don't know. 

Picture Takers. 

The third type is the person who 
makes a hobby of taking pictures. 
Innumerable people around the tennis 
meets carry small cameras and ask 
you to stop for a minute while they 
take a snap. 

If you are polite enough to stop, 
several more appear and when the 
first camera fiend is finished some- 
one else is asking 
please.” A few persons haye small 
movie cameras, which you hear click- 
ing away during the matches. 

One of the biggest pleasures I find 
abroad is to see people from the 
United States. Whether they are from 
California, Oregon, or New York, you 
feel they are from home, and you 
greet them as you would a best friend. 
When you meet someone from your 
own city it is the last word, and you 
feel that you have known them all 
your life.

They saw Will Gunn, 
brother of the famous Watts and sole 
hope of the Gunn family to keep 
the handsome cup on the Gunn man- 
telpiece, dispose of F. D. M. Stracham, 
one of Savannah's boldest bids, on the 
nineteenth hole. A chip shot, 30 
yards from the pin, wrote a birdie 
three and victory after Will’s name. 
They saw Charles Black, another fa- 
vorite for the title, turn four down 
to Tuley Walsh, a fellow townsman, 
and then stage a desperate rally that 
brought him victory on the nineteenth 
hole. They saw Danna Belser lead 
Kayton Smith through the fifteenth, 
get on even terms avith him on the 
sixteenth, forge ahead on ‘the six- 
teenth, again drop to even terms on 
the seventeenth and finally take four 
putts on the nineteenth to lose as 
heart-breaking an engagement as any 
Georgia state tournament has _ ever 
produced.

“To help settle an argument,” 
writes J. F., “is more energy expend- 
ed by a man in a four-mile boat race 
than by a master tennis player in two 
hours of competition?” 

A four-mile race lasts only 20 min- 
utes. Yet the strain is heavier than 
120 minutes of tennis can show. At 
least, Keene Fitzpatrick, Princeton's 
eminent athletic adviser, figures that 
a four-mile boat race is the most wear- 
ing of all the competitions. Largely 
for this reason—the weakest entry in 
the boat must row up to the strong- 
est. The weaker oarsman may be fad- 
ing out, but he cay’t afford to s‘ip 
and break up the rhythm of his crew. 
A two-hour tennis match lasts six 
times as long as a four-mile race. 
But it isn’t continuous struggle. There 
isn’t a half-second’s rest in a boat 
race, There are numerous breathing 
spells in tennis, just as there are in 
baseball, boxing or football. Even in a 
mile race if a runner gets éxhausted 
he can drop back or fall out. He is 
running on his own. He knows in a 
boat race that if he slips a trifle, no 
matter how tired, the smoothness of 
the crew is gone. 

Tennis uses up more energy than 
football or baseball, or at least tennis 
calls for more continued action. But 
it so happens in foot%$ill and boxing 
head and body punishment add their 
share to the wearing~lown process.

Farrell’s Case. 


The case of Farrell is one in point. 
He has been known as a player who 
had the game to win, but persens were 
beginning to doubt whgther he ever 
would win. He was only two strokes 
back of MacFarlane and Jones when 
they tied, in 1925, at Worcester, but 
the next year he was four strokes be- 
hind the winner. Last year he ap- 
peared to be at the top of his form and 
was believed to have a great chance. 
He finished in a tie for seventh place. 

This last winter and spring Farrell 
was again playing a sensational game, 
as evinced by his showing in the La- 
Gorce open at Miami Beach. He de- 
cided not to go to the British open, but 
to stay at home and rest.

MOVIES VIA RADIO 
PROVED SUCCESS 


New York, July 12.—()—tThe day 
when radio owners wiii be able to 
tune in on sporting events and other 
happenings of interest in any part of 
the country and see them, instead of 
merely hearing an announcer’s descrip- 


tion, has moved one step closer. 

“The Bell Telephone laboratories to- 
day demonstrated their improved sun- 
light television apparatus which shows 
several full-length figures ds they 
move about an area roughly the size 
of a boxing ring. Previously tele 
vision had been restricted to record- 
ing no more than a head and 
shoulders. 

At today’s demonstration a man 
served tennis balls, drove a golf ball, 
boxed with a companion and went 
through other motions on the labora- 
tory roof, and on another floor every 
action was shown in perfect detail 
on a screen about two inches by three. 

The television images were as clear 
as the average movie and were marred 
only by an appearance of being under 
a paper-thin sheet of water moving 
slowly upward across. the _ picture. 
This defect engineers attributed to 
the fact that the electric eye of the 
televisor scans its field through holes 
in a revolving disc. Increase in the 
number of these holes, or adjustment 
of their position, they believed, would 
eliminate the trouble. 

Whether the improved apparatus 
could operate with Kleig lights such 
as the movies use for night events has 
not been tried out but engineers to- 
day saw no difficulty in the way of 
such an adaptation. 

Bell laboratories officials declined 
to make any prediction as to the fu- 
ture development or applications of 
the invention but acknowledged that 
the developments demonstrated today 
illustrated the continued interest of 
their engineers in television as some- 
thing worth working on. 

The new televisor was developed 
Frank Gray and Dr. Her- 
bert E. Ives, of the Bell laboratories.

roughout Georgia as being one of its 
foremost members. 

In early life he connected himself 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and became one of the strong- 
est and best known lay members of 
that splendid church. For over 25 
years he has served continuously as 
supuerintendent of the Sunday school 
of the First Methodist church of this 
place. 

Since the organization of the Com- 
merce Kiwanis club Mr. Shannon has 
taken a prominent part therein and 
great credit has been given to him 
for the many civic improvements re- 
cently made in Commerce and vicinity. 

As a citizen he stood foremost among 
the people of this section.
